THE SEASON. 


Navigation on the Missouri river closed 


Tnesday, the 16th. The river was nearly 
frozen over Monday, but a rigid north- 
wester finished the business Tuesday* 
Crossing on the ice is now comparatively 
safe. This is somewhat earlier than last 
year, but no earlier than could be ex- 
pected. 
On the llth of November last 


year, the government steamer Gen. Shei- 
man left Bismarck for Foil BJennett. re- 
turning on ihe 20th. This waa Ihe ipst 
boat of the season. .The Bulte'and Col. 
Macleod arrived from Cow Island on the 
llth. The B.itte was immediately pulled 
out on the Ways, followed by the Mac- 
leod, which, however, was sunk in the 
operation. A heavy gale raised the Butte 
from her stays and the two boats slid iritis 
Ihe river, Ihe Bulte on the surface, the 
Macleod to the bottom.

Children at School. 


Dr. Jacobi has made this a special 


study from the standpoint of physiol- 
ogy. His conclusion is that, as a rule, 
a child should notfbe sent to school be- 
fore he is 8 years old. Not till this age 
is its brain substance sufficiently devel- 
oped. An infant's brain is soft. It con- 
tains a large percentage of water. It is 
deficient in fat and phosphorus, on 
which, to a large extent, intellectual 
activity depends. The convolutions are 
fewer. 


The different parts of the brain do not 


grow in size and weight alike—the nor- 
mal proportion of the front, back and 
lateral portions not being reached before 
the age of 10. So, too, the proportion 
of the chest to the lower portions of the 
body is not attained till the 8th year, 
while that part of the back (the lumbar) 
on which the sitting posture depends is 
even then only moderately developed. I 


About the 5th and 6th years the base 


of the brain grows rapidly, the frontal 
bones extend forward and upward, and 
the anterior portion grows considerably. 
Still the white substance—the gray is 
the basis of intelligence—and the large 
ganglia predominate. It is not till about 
the 8th year that the due proportion of 
parts is reached, and a certain consoli- 
dation, both of the brain and the organs 
of the body generally. Before this pe- 
riod memory alone can be safely trained. 


Froebel, the founder of the kjuider- 


garten system, reached the same result, 
by observation. 
Meanwhile, Jacobi 


recommends that the children be enter- 
tained and gradually developed in the 
kindergarten. " Here," he says, " their 
activity is regulated, their attention ex- 
ercised, and their muscles invigorated. 
Both imagination and memory are taxed 
to a slight degree only. 


"With increasing years, the gray sub- 


stance becoming more and more devel- 
oped, their thinking powers are grad- 
ually evolved. The secret of a thorough 
education lies in the uniform develop- 
ment of all powers. To develop one at 
the expense of the others is to cripple 
all."— Youth's Companion.

Gen. Jackson had been enlisted in 


the annexation of Texas, and,|as an ac- 
knowledgment of 
his services, the 


friends of the measure in Congress 
passed a law refunding a fine of $1,000, 
which had been imposed on him by 
Judge Hall, at New Orleans, twenty- 
five years before. It was for contempt 
of court, in refusing to produce, in obe- 
dience to a writ of habeas corpus, a citi- 
zen arrested by his orders under the 
martial law which he had proclaimed. 


Stephen A. Douglas, who had just en- 


tered Congress as one of the seven Rap- 
resentatives from Illinois, was promi- 
nent in securing the passage of the bill 
refunding the fine, and, when he after- 
ward visited the Hermitage, he received 
Gen. Jackson's earnest thanks. " I 
felt certain in my own mind," said the 
General, " that I was not guilty of vio- 
lating the constitution. But I could 
never make out a legal justification of 
my course, nor has it ever been done, 
sir, until you, on the floor of Congress, 
established it beyond the possibility of 
doubt. 
I thank you, sir, for that 


speech." 


This was the first move made by Mr. 


Douglas in hia canvass for the Presi- 
dency, but he was soon prominent in 
that class of candidates of whom Senator 
William Allen, of Ohio, said, " Sir! they 
are going about the country like dry- 
goods drummers, exhibiting samples of 
their wares." Always on the alert to 
make now friends and to retain old ones, 
he was not only a vigorous hand-shaker, 
but he would throw his arms fondly 
around a man, as if he possessed the 
first place in his heart. Wo statement 
was too chary of truth in its composition, 
no partisan maneuver was too openly 
dishonest, no political pathway was too 
dangerous, if an opportunity was afforded 
for making a point for Douglas. He was 
industrious and sagacious, clothing his 
brilliant ideas in energetic and emphatic 
language, and standing like a lion at bay 
when opposed. 


Mr. Douglas had a herculean frame 


with the exception of the lower limbs, 
which were short and small, dwarfing 
what otherwise would have been a con- 
spicuous figure, and he Was popularly 
known as " the Little Giant." His large, 
round head surmounted a massive neck, 
and his features were symmetrical, al- 
though his small nose deprived them of 
dignity. His dark eyes, peering from 
beneath projecting brows, gleamed with 
energy, mixed with an expression of sa- 
gacity, and his full lips were generally 
stained at the corners of his mouth with 
tobacco-juice. 
His voice was neither 


musical nor soft, and his gestures were 
not graceful. But he would speak for 
hours in clear, well-enunciated tones, 
and the sharp Illinois attorney soon de- 
veloped into the statesman at Washing- 
ton.—The Atlantic.

The Afghans are Mohammedans of the

USEFUL JUSTS. 


1 
GOOD COFFEE.—Good coffee can be 


made in a common coffee-pot by ob- 
serving the following rules : TJse the 
befit old Java, and allow one table- 
spoonful for each person that is to drink, 
then pour on boiling water in the pro- 
portion of a pint to each table-spoonful, 
and break an egg into the pot, throwing 
in the shell also. If you think it ex- 
travagant to use an egg for this purpose 
a fish-skin as large as an old-fashioned 
cent will settle it well Boil about hall 
an hour, and just before serving pour 
out a little of the coffee and return it to 
the pot, and set it in some place where 
it will stand even, but not on the stove. 


A TIDY ROOM.—Do you ever observe 


that a tidy room is invariably a cheerful 
one ? It is cheering to come into one's 
breakfast-room and find it spotlessly 
tidy; but still more certainly will cheer- 
fulness come if tidiness is the result of 
our own exertion; and so we counsel 
'you, friends, if you are ever disheart- 
ened, vexed or worried about something 
that has gone wrong with you in the 
world, to have resortto the great ref- 
uge of tidiness. Don*t sit brooding and 
bothering. 
Go to work and make ev- 


erything tidy about you and you cannot 
fail to recover your cheerfulness. 


How TO WASH THE FACE.—Many peo- 


ple object to the use of soap for the face^ 
disliking the shiny, polished appearance 
it gives, but any who will use Dr. Wil- 
son's directions will rind that objection 
removed. They are as follows: "Fill 
your basin about two-thirds full with 
fresh water; dip your face in the water 
and then your hands. Soap the hands 
well and pass the soaped hands with 
gentle friction over the whole face. 
Having performed this part of the oper- 
ation thoroughly, dip the face in the 
water a second tame and niise it com- 
pletely. You may add very much to the 
luxury of the latter part of the operation 
by having a second basin ready with 
fresh water to perform a final rinse." 


To PRESERVE HARNESS.—There is 


nothing looks nicer in its way than a 
clean, bright-looking set of harness, nor 
is there anything more quickly dam- 
aged by neglect. Harness should be 
washed and oiled frequently. To do 
this effectually the straps should be un- 
buckled and detached, and then washed 
with soft water and crown soap, and 
hung by a slow fire or in the sun until 
nearly dry, then coated with a mixture 
of neatstoot oil and tallow and allowed 
to remain in a warm room for several 
hours, and when perfectly dry rub 
thorouglily with a woolen rag. The 
rubbing is important, as it, in addition 
to removing the surplus oil and grease, 
tends to close the pores and give a finish 
to the leather. In hanging harness care 
should be taken to allow all the straps to 
hang their lull length. All closets 
should be well ventilated, and wh^n 
possible be well lighted. To clean plated 
mountings, use a chamois with a little 
tripoh or rotten stone, but they should 
be scoured as little as possible. 


KEEPING WINTER APPLES.—No mat- 


ter how much care one may exercise in 
packing and storing, it will not be suffi- 
cient to keep unripe, bruised or badly 
handled apples or other fruit. 
The 


great desideratum in keeping all kinds 
of fruit is in keeping it tree from damp- 
ness. The plan adopted by some expe- 
rienced fruit-grocers is to have a regu- 
lar fruit-room, built to exclude light 
and to maintain an even temperature. 
Where large crops are to be stored, it 
pays to build buch a room or house for 
the purpose, but for a lew barrels, al- 
most any room on the cool bide of the 
house will answer, but a dry, cool cellar 
is preferable, as there is leas danger 
from freezing-, and it is easier to pre- 
serve an even temperature. In storing 
the apples, if they have been properly 
picked at the proper time, properly 
handled, and packed m barrels on the 
rnobt impioved plan, the barrels are 
piled in regular tiers, the lowor tier rest- 
ing oil "skick,"or pieces of timber to 
keep from the ground and dampness. 
We have seen fine apples in March and 
April, whjcli have been kept on l>oard 
hanging-shelves in the cellar,"the fruit 
having lam close as posbible together 
without touching on a bed of dry straw. 
They were looked over occasionally, aac? 
when any showed bigns of rotting they 
were at once removed, 


WhaTWe~Call "'Terra Firma." 
The rivers of the sea, apart from the 


astonishment and wonder which their 
stupendous proportions must aroube in 
the mind pf the student of nature, pre- 
sent themselves to us as a subject of 
paramount interest, when we consider 
the part which they have played and are 
still playing in the building up of the 
topmost layer of the solid earth crust, in 
the perpetual changes of climatic condi- 
tions, in the distribution of vegetable 
and animal life over the Burfacc- of the 
planet, and last, not least, in tho recent 
advance of ocean navigation, by which 
the inhabitants of the most distant lands 
have been brought into close intercourse 
with each other. The erosiva action of 
currents constantly tends to alter the 
configuration of the coast lines, by tak- 
ing away land in one place and deposit- 
ing it elsewhere. Again, immense quan- 
tities of sediments carried by all the riv- 
ers of the world into the sea are taken 
up by the currents and spread over the 
bed of the ocean. Geologists tell us 
that nearly all, if not all, the dry land 
at present existing has at one time been 
at the bottom of the seik, an assertion 
confirmed by the fact that the strata 
which compose some of the loftiest 
mountain ranges have evidently been 
deposited in ages long past upon the 
floor of the ocean, and still retain the 
remains of the animals which disported 
themselves in the seas of former days. 
What we are still in the habit of calling 
" terra firma " is proved by modern ob- 
servations to be in constant motion, ris- 
ing and falling like the heaving breast 
of some mighty monster, whose arms 
stretch far beneath the waves. By the 
action of the subterranean forces, as yet 
unexplained, vast areas of the earth- 
crust are depressed below or lifted up 
ab^ve the level of the sea, and we are be-

oi the murderer shows that in this, as hi 
the American case, the object of the 
criminals was to obtain a large amount 
oi money as ransom. 


William Marianus DeJongh, clerk to 


th1 e Minister of Colonies at The Hague, 
confesses to murdering a schoolboy, Ma- 
rihis Bogaarat, son of a former Secretary 
G eneral, now living a retired life. The 
n urderer laid his plans cunningly, and, 
b if ore securing the boy, had written a 
It tter to the father, asking for 75,000 
g lilders, or $30,000, for the surrender of 
h is son, but how and where the ransom 
was to be paid was not clear, though it is 
supposed DeJongh had accomplices. 
1 he confession of how the murder was 
committed was told by the prisoner to 
his sister, to whom he was devotedly at- 
tiched. DeJongh wept bitterly while 
giving an account of his motives and the 
c rcumstances under which the murder 
ti >ok place. 


On Sept. 23, before he committed the 


crime, and before he had even posses- 
s on of the boy, he wrote the letter re- 
forred to, demanding the ransom on 
a certain date. The letter was written 
i i the Cafe St. Hubert, from where he

Autumn Leaves. 


An effective method of decorating a 


wall or panel with autumn leaves is to 
cover the space to be ornamented with 
tulle, tho meshes of which are as large 
as possible, This at a distance does not 
hide the painting or the paper on the 
wall, and it makes an excellent ground 
work on which the leaves and ferns can 
be pinned to form very ornamental de- 
signs. Picture scraps aie excellent foi 
decorative purposes. Small rooms, and 
nurseries, especially, papered with them 
and afterward varnished, afford great 
entertainment; cornices may be made 
of them to run around all the wall paper, 
with about two inches of gold roll be- 
tween '.each, and a black bordering. 
Wooden fire-boards and Holland mats 
may also be covered with them; these 
mats should 
be varnished. 
Com- 


mon garden flower-pots can be made 01- 
namental by giving them a coat of paint 
and then painting on them landscapes, 
flowers or figures. If yon cannot paint, 
the embossed picture scraps can be 
pasted on and afterward varnished. 
Bleached skeleton ferns may be laid on 
photograph book covers, wooden traya, 
and blotting books, and varnished 
They look especially well on black paint- 
ed wood; if hud close together they re- 
semble an inlaying of ivory. A plain 
table •with one drawer makes quite a 
pretty writing table by staining it black, 
and then laying the ferns on a border 
round the top and around the drawers. 
The ferns can also be applied to velvet 
frames, when the whole should be cov- 
ered with white tulle of the finest and 
most invisible description. An elegant 
fireboard may be made in! this way.

As the result of 
carefully conducted and striking experi- 
ments, he concludes that ants are in 
poss ession of something approaching to 
a language—that they are able to ask 
their friends, when occasion requires, to 
come and lend them a helping hand.

About Peanuts. 


The modus operandi by which the 


nuts are separated, cleaned and classed is 
somewhat as follows : The third story of 
the building contains thousands of bush- 
els of peas in bags, and there the con- 
tinual roar of the machinery is deafen- 
ing. Each machine has a duty to per- 
form. First, there is a large cylinder in 
which all the nuts are placed, in order 
that the dust and dirt maybe shaken off 
them. 
They pass from the cylinder 


into the brushes, where every nut re- 
ceives fifteen feet of a brushing before 
it becomes free. Then they pass through 
a sluiceway to the floor below, where 
they are dropped on an endless belt, 
about two and one-half feet in width, 
and dashing along at the rate of 
tour miles a/n hour. 
On each side 


of the belt stand eight colored girls, 
and, as the nuts fall from the sluice 
on to the belt the girls, with a^quick 
motion of the hand, pick out all the 
poor-looking nuts, and by the time the 
belt reaches the end two-thirds of the 
nuts are picked off, allowing only the 
finest to pass the crucible. Those that 
do pass drop through another sluice and 
empty into bags on the floor below. 
When the bag is filled it is taken away 
by hand, sewed up and branded as 
"cocks," with'the figure of a rooster 
prominent on its sides. The peas caught 
up by the girls are then thrown to one 
side, placed in the bags, and carried into 
another room where they are again picked 
over, the best singled out, bagged and 
branded as "ships." These are as fine 
a nut as the first for eating, but in shape 
and color do not compare With the 
'' cocks." Having gone over them twice, 
we now come to a third grade, which 
are called and branded as "eagles." 
These are picked out of the cullings of 
the " cocks " and "ships," but now and 
then you will find a respectable-looking 
nut among them, thougjh the eyes of the 
colored damsels are as keen as a hawk, 
and a bad nut is rarely allowed to pass 
their hands. The cullings that are left 
from the "eagles" are bagged, sent 
through the elevator to the top story, 
and what little meat is in them is shaken 
out by a patent sheller, which is not on- 
ly novel, but as perfect a piece 
of machinery as was ever invented. 
These nuts being shelled by this new 
process, the meat drops into bags below 
free from dust or dirt of any kind, and 
are then shipped in 200-pound sacks to 
the North, where they are bought up by 
the confectioners for the purpose of mak- 
ing taffy or peanut candy. It may be 
here stated that a peculiar kind of pil 
is extracted from the meat of the nut, 
and in this specialty a large trade is done 
among the wholesale druggists. There 
is nothing wasted, for even the shells 
are made useful. They are packed in 
sacks and sold to stable-keepers for 
horse-bedding, and a very healthy bed 
they make..
